Please advise mo of the cause and a remedy, 
aud oblige a reader. Ans.—They are golires, hypertrophy of the thy¬ 
roid glands. These slands serve a very itsefiil purpose during foital 
life to aid In the aselmnatlon of the nulrimcut furnished through the 
blood of the mother, but at birth they cease to be ol any use,and ^oald 
ahrlnk np and become absorbed, but frequcnlly they take on an hyper¬ 
trophied condition, sometimes to such an extent as to cause great diffl- 
culty with the breathing. They are usually easily removed by the free 
use of potassium Iodide ointment—one to eigbtof lard—applied with 
lota of irlctioD once a day, and continued for a month or longer.

The “ Widgeon’s ” Wabderings In Salt and Fresh Water. 


DT D. 0. BOBIBTBON. 


CHAPTER I. 

“ Wh»t are the wild wevea eaylogt" hu ever been to me u 
auggeatlve end dliScult b question bs It wis to little P.ul Dombey. 
Bom within the awelUng sound of the msjestlc ocean, and for the 
Brat few years of my life toesed upon ite restless bosom, It Is no 
wonder that I have a deep and lasting affection for the sea, and 
all belonging to It Sbipa and sallnre, and all nautical pursnlU, 
pleasures, and pastimes, bsve always had, and I trust always will 
have, a first place in my regard. To tbe one who has bad the 
good fortune to live on the seaabore and bear the roar of the 
waves and breaking snrf, or watch the dancing ripples of tbe 
water on a clear and sunny day. It Is like losing a dear friend or 
near companion to have to leave such a apot and take np one’s 
residence where the sound and sight ol the mighty deep Is not 
At least, that Is my experience, for to me the sea Is s companion. 
It suits all moods and fits Itself tq every phase of the mind and 
body} It Invigorates one physically, and appeals to one mentally, 
and In Ita awful presence makes man realize what a puny creature 
he la. ' 

But enough of sentimentalism. Indeed, It strikes me that the 
foregoing sentencea are not exactly a success; however,' they em¬ 
body my Ideas, and I will let them stand, however feebly they 
may express what I wish to convey; and now to business. 

Some lew years ago, when in possession of more leisure auQ 
means than at present, It was one ol my leading hobbles and 
desires to be the sole or part proprietor of a yacht. I had a mag¬ 
nificent Idea that nothing could equal the feeling of pride and In¬ 
dependence that would assert Itself In one, when be could stand 
on the deck ol hla vessel and sail when and where hl^ fancy 
guided him, with no owners to be responsible to, no freight mar¬ 
ket to study, and nothing but one’s own sweet will to be consulted. 
One fine dsy my wishes in this respect were gratified, and how, I 
shall endeavor to relate. 

I was standing on one ol the wharves In my native town, busily 
engaged in discussing with a sea-worn mariner the points of a 
new vessel which was lying moored to tbe pier near by, and flat¬ 
tering myself that my companion was evidently Impressed with 
my knowledge of things nautical, when our confab was broken 
Into by a hall from a passing boat. I looked around and discov¬ 
ered that the Interruption came from three friends of mine who 
were seated In a row boat, and making their way toward me. 
When they had reached the wharf and made tbe boat fast, they 
landed and soon Informed me of tbe reason ol their excursion 
It appeared that a bran new yacht had come Into the harbor the 
day before, and one ol my friends had discovered that not only 
was she for sale, hat that she coold be had at a bargain. This 
was enough for mo. I was more than eager and willing to go at 
once and look at the new arrival. I suggested, however, that we 
would bo the better of a wiser head and more extended experi¬ 
ence than our own, and that we had better take my sea-going 
friend with us. This was readily agreed to, and alter the neces¬ 
sary Introdnctlons had been gone throngb, we mann«] tbe boat, 
and started off. After a brisk pull of a law moments we had 
crossed tbe harbor, and having run up a slip we came upon the 
object of our search. She was a schooner-rigged yacht, ol about 
thirty tone, and looked, as she sat on tbe water, a perfect picture. 
We took a long and careful survey ol her outward appearance 
before going on deck, and were thoroughly satisfied with her lines 
and proportions. She was very prettily modeled, and from her 
build and make we set her down as a last sailer. My friend, the 
captain, gave It as bis opinion thst she was “lined a clipper and 
should sail like a witch.”

otherwise conducted herself so as to merit the praise and admira¬ 
tion of the whole ship’s company. Oar day of pleasure drew 
rapidly to a close, and we all refiretted tbat approaching dusk 
warned ns to return. Tbte expedition only served to make us 
anxious for a more protracted crnlee, and we set to work at prep¬ 
arations for a fortnight’s or three weeks’ absence up the St. 
John river. Right here It may be as well to make a few remarks 
relative to this noble stream. It rises In the State of Maine, 
and nins throogh that district for some distance and enters tbe 
Province of New Brunswick in tbe county of Madawaaka; It pnr- 
auee Its coarse through that and seven other conntles until It 
finds Its outlet In the waters of the Bay of Fnndy. Its total 
length Is 450 miles, of which over 300 are navigable. Its scenery 
Is unsurpassed, cooelstlog of all varieties of the beauties of nature, 
from tbe majestic and snow-crowned monntain top to the low- 
lying fertile plain, bill, valley and forest, and cultivated banks. 
Numerous streams belp to swell Its volume of water from tbe 
broad rolling Kennebecasis, with its one hundred miles of length, 
to the little nameless tront brooks which are really Innumerable, 
and while not noticeable on a map are located and firmly fixed tn 
the minds of ardent lovers of tbe rod and fly. It was on this 
noble river that we determined to take our Initial crnlee. Heartily 
we entered Into tbe work of preparation, and a few days saw tu 
ready to start. The yacht was In elegant trim, and her crew 
were In great spirits, and full of anticipations of a glorions time. 
We had Increaa^ onr number to five, the addition being In the 
ebape of a bright, active lad,whom we had engaged In the capao- 
Ity of eksf de cvMu; right well be filled hla position, and many a 
time and oft received the well-deserved thanks of the quartette who 
relished his efforts. We left early one morning, and standing 
across tbe harbor entered the mouth of tbe river, passed safely 
through tbe falls, as they are called, bat which are really only 
strong rapids, and are passable at certain stages of the tide, and 
stood up river with a fair wind right after na. Our mainsail and 
foresail, one each side of the yacht, or “ spilt” sa sailors call It, 
and onr jibs flapping uselessly. These would have been taken 
In but owing to the decidedly meandering course of tlie great 
stream on whose bosom we were travhling, we knew that what 
was a fair wind now, would. In tbe coarse of an honr, be decidedly 
a bead wind, and then onr jibs would come In play beautifnily. 


We were now running northwest and In a couple of hours rounded 
the first curve and stood np the long reach, as a straight stretch 
of the river some fifteen miles In length Is called, with our stem 
pointing northeast. This, of conrae, brought the wind on oar 
qnarter, and wo ran along close hauled. We now for tbe first 
time really saw what the‘‘ Widgeon” could do. The wind waa 
fresh and steady, and every stitch of canvass that we had on 
board was set and drawing; her starboard side was nicely out of 
water, and just showed her copper; the water was boiling from 
her bows, and she was. In fact, going tbrongh tbe water like a 
racehorse. The log showed her speed at tbat time to be fourteen 
and a half knots an honr. 

This was no mean rate of speed, and our hearts were elated at 
the fact of our being the sole owners and proprietors of such a 
fine specimen of naval architecture. A fine run of an hour and 
a half brought us round another corner of the river, and once 
more onr jib boom pointed northwest, and the breeze again be¬ 
came fair; we now took down our jibs, let out onr fore and main 
sheets, and stood away for Long Island, which waa a lovely 
meadow of nine miles In length. As we ran under tbe lee of the 
Island tbe wind slackened, and before we bad sailed a quarter of 
a mile, died away. This action on the port of old Boreas effectu- 
slly stopped proceedings until such time as he should graciously 
condescend to open bis reservoirs agsin, and we Immediately set 
to work to make things comfortable. In a few minutes our 
anchor was overboard and the chain rattling merrily throngh the 
hawse pipe; then “All bands stow canvas," was the cry, and our 
crew were employed In furling our fore and main sails, which be¬ 
ing done, we thought It high time our Inner men were accommo¬ 
dated with something In the way of refreshment. The services 
of our young cordon bleu were put In requisition, and the result 
was satisfactory to a remarkable degree. After dinner cigars and 
pipes being lighted, we stretched ourselves on deck, enjoying the 
beams of the afternoon sun, and debating upon tbe next day’s 
programme, for we were convinced tbat there waa no prospect of 
the anchor coming over the bows that day. While tbe Widgeon 
is lying snugly at her anchor, and our cook is busy in the galley, 
let me endeavor to preseot the crew to my readers. There were', 
as I have before mentioned, four, and may be placed as follows: 
Tom York, a young, clever, and ambitious member of the profes¬ 
sion of medicine, much given to taciturnity and the use of tbe 
Virginian weed, a practice which, I must say, was very generally In¬ 
dulged In by the rest of us; Will Constable, an artist friend of 
mine from Bonnie Scotland; be possessed an excellent memory 
and a happy knack for story telling, and from his profession a 
deep and earnest love for nature Id all her moods, aspects, and 
surroundings; to him we were Indebted for many happy hours, 
and his quick eye and ready appreciation of tbe beautiful brought 
many lovely views to onr notice, which otherwise would have 
passed unheeded by. Jack Harlow, a gentleman of some means, 
and no particular calling, who had traveled a great deal, aud waa 
able to relate his experiences In a charmingly natural and unaf¬ 
fected manner; and lastly, myself, on whom there le no necessity 
to dilate. During our afternoon’s confab we divided the crew 
Into tbe usual watches. Jack Harlow, whom we elected captain, 
and Tom York, were In the port watch, and Will Constable and 
myself constituted tbe starboard watch.

Prairie Dog ami Tarantula, 


Fokt Totten, Dakota Teb. 

Editor Chicaoo Field;— I noticed an article In the Cbicaoo 
Field, of Oct. 33, relative to the tarantula and tbe prairie dog, 
and would like to submit for Information the following facts, 
ascertained by personal observation in Dakota, Nebraska, Color¬ 
ado, Kansas and Indian Territory, concerning particularly tbe 
prairie dog: 

First. Owla do live In the same holes with prairie dogs. I 
have seen both go In and come out of tbe same hole; have shot 
at owls, who would suddenly disappear In a prairie dog bole. 

Second. Snakes do live in tbe same holes with prairie dogs and 
owls, though no doubt as unwelcome neighbors, and are often 
the cause of tbe prairie dogs deserting their dens, or a certain 
{Art of a village. 

Third. Snakes and owla do remain In deserted habitations of 
prairie dogs, as I have found them In villages tbat bad been 
abandoned for some time. 

Fourth. Tbe prairie dog Is a diiflcult rodent to capture, vigil¬ 
ant In the extreme, and when killed by a '45 cal. bullet, often 
falls Into bis hole (which Is nearly vertical,for the first two feet), 
as he almost invariably stands directly over it,' when watching 
an enemy. The prairie dogs burrow like a woodchuck, or ground 
squirrel, of which they are certainly a 8pecle<, as their general 
structure (especially the teeth) and mode of living would Indi¬ 
cate. They can be domesticate.!. In Sidney, Neb., on the U. P. 
R. R., there Is quite a village of them, which extends across a 
street, and the little dogs are very tame, often narrowly escaping 
the wheels of wagons passing along tbe street. It has a shrill 
piping bark. Is often eaten by tbe Indians, who consider Its meat 
an IndlspenBable diet for a woman just before childbirth; when 
soaked In salt water twelve hours before cooking it makes a very 
palatable dish. The pfatrle dog Is found on large flats, or val¬ 
leys of prairie, also on plateaus or table lands, usually west of the 
Mississippi. I have been told by Indians, and Mr. Ben Clark, 
Fort Reno, I, T., that the rattlesnake will charm tbe young 
doge, who will play around the snake, rolling over, and acting os 
If bewitched, and finally, spring Into the snake’s mouth. 

’The little dog can easily be driven from Its hole by pouring 
water Into It, I have known Indians to devote a day In digging 
a small ditch to carry the water from a buffalo wallow to the 
bole of a prairie dog. I have also seen Indians conceal them¬ 
selves by a bank or In tall grass near a prairie dog village, and 
capture the doge, when some little distance from their holes, by 
throwing their blankets over them. 

The tarantula la considered by the Indians and Mexicans as the 
most poisonous of the spider family. Their bite Is often fatal 
aud held In far more dread than that of the rattlesnake.

Hevlng deecribed the 
Irish wolfhound, he then goee on to e»y;—“Next to this In slxe 
and Btrength le the Scottish Highland greyhound or wolfdog, 
which was formerly used by the cbleftalne of that country in 
their grand hunting parties. One of them, which we saw some 
years ago, was a large, powerful, •flerco-looklng dog; lie ears 
were pendulous, and Its eyes half hid In the hair; Its body was 
strong and muscular, and covered with harsh, wiry, reddish hair, 
mixed with white." 

The “Encjelopmdla Britannlca” (1797) saysThe variety 
called the Highland Qre-hound, and now become very scarce, la 


sandv or fawn In colors and bard coatod, but he also tolls us that 
“there are dogs In the Lochabardistrict which are dark In color, 
and have a softer coaL” 

From “ Chambers’ Information for the People,’’ published In 
1849 , the following extract Is taken:—“The Scottish Highland 
greyhound will either hunt In packs or singly. Ho is an animal of 
great size and strength, and at the same time very swift of foot. 
In size ho equals. If not excels, the Irish greyhound. His head 
is long, and the nose sharp ; his ears short and somewhat pendu¬ 
lous at the tips; hU eyes are brUllant and very penetrating, and 
half-concealed by the long crisp hair which covers bis face and 
whole body. Ho Is remarkable for the depth of his chest, and 
tapers gradually toward the loins, which are of great strength 
and very muscular; his back Is slightly arched; his hind quarters 
are powerfully formed, and hts limbs strong and straight. The 
possession of these combined qualities particularly fit him forv 
long endurance In the chase. His usual color la reddish sand- 
color mixed with white; hIstaU Is long and shaggy, which he 
carries high like the staghonnd, although not quite so erect. He 
Is a noble dog, and was used by the Scottish Highland chieftains 

in their great hunting parties, 
and Is supposed to have de- 
scended In regular succession 
from the dogs of Osslan."

I years ago, has now become 

comparatively plentiful In all 
tbe Highland districts, owing 
to tbe Increased extent of the 
preserved forests and tbe 
trouble taken by tbe different 
propiietora and renters of 
mountain sbootings, wbo have 
collected and bred this noble 
race of dogs, regardless of ex¬ 
pense and difflcuUies. The 
prices given for a well-bred and 
tried dog of this kind are so 
large that It repays tbe cost 
and trouble of rearing him. 
Fifty guineas Is notan unusual 
price for a first-rate dog, while . 
from twenty to thirty are fre- ' 
quently given lor a tolerable 
one.”

some families will be presently ebown—in one case It was claimed 
that It had been In tbe owner’s family for at leaat one hundred 
yeai's. However, be t iat as It may, we have few If any, reliable 
accounts of this dog, until McNeill wrote. That gentleman, 
writing In 1838, says:—“It Is not a little remarkable that the 
species of dog which has been longest In use In this country for 
the purposes of the chase should be that which Is least known to 
tbe present generation of naturalists and sportsmen." 

Mr. McNeill takes exception to tbe crosses which bad been re¬ 
sorted to by “Glengarry'’ and others for the purpose of giving 
Increased vigor and size tq a breed then rapidly degenerating; 
but there seems every reason to suppose that bad It not been for 
these Judicious crosses,the breed would have been almost extinct; 
at any rate. It would atlll further have deteriorated. It la very 
evideut, from the following description Of CapL McNeill’s Bns- 
kar, that the deerhound of forty years ago was a very Interior 
animal In size and power to tbe deerhound of tt;p present day, 
though poselbly be equaled him In courage and speed. Bnskar 
was a sandy-colored dog, with dark ears, which were nearly erect 
when excited. He stood 98 Inches In height, girthed 89 Inches 
round tbe chest, and weighed 86 lbs. Tbe hair waa bard, not 
very rongh, wiry only on head and legs. He waa pupped _

given of the perfection of Its scent, and It Is said to have fol¬ 
lowed a wounded deer daring two succeaalve days. He la usu¬ 
ally two Inches taller than the Scotch greyhonn^. The head Is 
carried partlcnlarly high, and glvea to the animal a noble appear¬ 
ance. Tbe llmbe are exceedingly muscular; his back beautifully 
arched. The tall Is long and curved, but assumes the form of 
almost a straight line when ho la mu^ excited. The only fault 
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low, or white; ell colore ehouldhere the mozzla end tlpe of the 
eenbleek; e tntt or peoctl of dark heir on the tip of the ear le e 
proof of high blood. Tbie la e very powerful dog, equally staunch 
and faltbM; and when the Scottish mountains swarmed with 
• stags and roes, It was held In high estimation, as being capable 
of following the deer over surfaces too rough and fatiguing for 
the ordinary bounds of the low country. The general aspect of 
the Highland hound la commanding and lleroe. His head la long, 
and mnezle rather sharp; his ears pendulous, but not long; his 
eyra large, keen, and penetrating, half concealed among the long, 
stiff, and bristly hair with which his face Is covered; bla 
body is very strong and muscular, deep-chested, tapering toward 
the loins, and his back slightly arched. His hindquarlera are 
furnished with large prominent muscles, and bis logs are long, 
strong-boned, and straight—a combination of qualities which 
gives him that speed and long endurance for which he is so eml 
nently distinguished. This le the dog formerly used by the 
Highland chieftains of Scotland In their grand bunting parties, 
and Id in all probability the same noble dog used In the time of 
Udslan.” 

The last author treating of the deerhound that will be alluded 
to Is ‘Tdstone,’’ who brought out his useful book on “The Dog,'.’ 
In the year 1872; but as a considerable portion of the Informa¬ 
tion In the article on the deerhound therein contained was fur¬ 
nished by the present writer, he will embody It In this treatise as 
be process. At the same time a few extracts which be cannot 
lay claim to, will not be out of place. 

“ Until within the last few years the breed was very scarce. Tor 
they were kept by the few men who owned the Scotch forests or 
wide wild tracts of deer-park In the less p ypulated parts of Eng¬ 
land. 

“The fault of the present day with deerhounds Is certainly the 
short body, the thick, and, as the Ignorant consider, the neces¬ 
sarily strong jaw, and the open, loose, flat foot. In proportion 
to the weight, the foot ‘ goes,’ or deteriorates, and the strain 
upon a deerhound’s foot at speed amongst stones and boulders, 

‘ In view,’ and roused to desperation, la greater than that Im¬ 
posed upon any other domesticated animal. No dog but the 
‘ rough-footed Scot ’ could stand It 

“ The deerhound Is one of the oldest breeds we have. I 
should be Inclined to think that It Is an imported breed. He Is 
probably Identical with the * strong Irish greyhound ’ mentioned 
as employed In the Earl of Mar’s chase of the red deer, in 1618, 
by Taylor, In his * Pennilesse Pilgrimage.’ ’’ 

The oldest strain known la, without doubt, that of the late 
Mr. Mentlee, of CbestblU, on Loch Tay. It Is claimed, with every 
just light, no doubt, that this train has been In the bands of Mr. 
Menzles’ ancestors for something like eighty to ninety years. 
Whether It still exists in Its integrity the writer is unable to say 
decidedly; but be Is under the Impression that as a distinct 
strain It has disappeared, though there are several dogs In exist¬ 
ence that inherit the blood, and that not very distantly. It was 
^ asserted that during the time the breed had been In the Menzles 
family It had only thrice been recruited from outside I Mr. Pot¬ 
ter, M. P. for Rochdale, then residing at Pltnacree, Perthshire, 
bad. In 1860, a dog, called Oscar, from Mr. Meuiles, and subse¬ 
quently a bitch, called Lufra, from him. From these many pup¬ 
pies were bred, and given away by him with a liberal hand. A 
bitch was given to the late Dr. Cox. of .Manchester, and from her 
and Dr. Cox’s Ross (by Duke of Devonshire’s Roswell, out of 
Sir R. Peel’s Brenda) was bred Buz, the property of Mr. R. Hood 
Wright, of BIrkby Hall, Cark, Camforth. From this bitch Mr. 
Wright bred, by a dog (Oscar) of the Duke of Sutherland’s bread, 
hie celebrated prize-taker Bevis. It may be here mentioned that 
Oscar was sold to Prince Albert Solms, of Braunfels, and want 
to Germany some years ago. The brother to Mr. Cox’s Lufra 
was presented to MenottI Garibaldi, for hunting the mouflon In 
Sardinia. Oscar, Mr. Potter's original Cbesthlll dog, was given 
to the late Lord Breadalbane; and descendants of Oscar and 
Lufra were presented by Mr. Potter to Mr. Cunllfle Brooks, M.P., 
who, it Is believed, has the breed now—Indeed, the flnest dog at 
Balmoral lately was one of Mr. C. Brooks’ breeding. Mr. Hick¬ 
man, of Westfield, Selly Hill, near Birmingham, exhibited two 
brindle dogs at the last Birmingham show, got by his celebrated 
Mornl out of Garry, by Cbesthlll Osslan—Lnfra. Garry Is the 
property of Mr. Spencer Lucy, of Charlcote. Next to the Chest- 
hill strain, the earliest that the writer knows of Is th.at of Mr. 
Monison, of Scalascratg, Glenelg. Mr. John Cameron, of Moy, a 
farmer residing near Fortwillism, formerly In service with “Glen¬ 
garry ’’ as keeper, can remember this breed as far back as 1830. 
From Bran, a celebrated dog belonging to Mr. Morrison (by him 
given to McNlel, of Colonsay, and afterward presented by Mc- 
Nlel to Prince Albert), was descended Torrom, the grandsire of 
Qlllesple’e celebrated Torrom. The strain of McNlel, of Colon- 
say, was known about 1832, and from his strain many of our 
modern dogs claim descent The late Mr. Bateson, of Cambue- 
mere in Sutherlandsblre, deceased early In 1879, became possessed 
of a brace of this breed about 1845, named Torrish and Morven. 
These dogs were sketched by Landseer, the original being now in 
the bands of Mr. Bateson’s family; and he considered them at 
the time the flnest deerhonnds he bad ever seen. They were two 
magnificent dogs, both very rougb,aod of great height and power; 
Morven reddish in color, 'Torrlsb, darker greyish-brown; Toriish 
the thickest and biggest In bone, Morven the highest. It is be¬ 
lieved this dog left no progeny, though there Is an old dog be¬ 
longing to the Marquis of Bristol, at Ickworth Park, who Is de¬ 
scended In a etralght line from his brother Torrlsb. This dog 
Giaour, was bred by Mr. John Bateson, brother to the late Mr.’ 
Bateson, of Cambnsmere, and to him the writer Is Indebted for 
all the Information fegardlng these dogs. The breed was en¬ 
tirely in hts and his brother's bands from 1845 to the present 
time, so there can be no doubt regarding Its authentic character. 
The McNlel strain was also owned by Mr. Meredith, of Torrish, 
Sutherlandsblre. From a bitch bred by Mr. McNlel, and owned 
by Mr. Meredith, the Duke of Sutherland’s I/oyal was bred. 
Loyal was the dam of the dog Oscar, purchased by Prince Solms, 
Mr. Cameron’s (of Locblel) Pirate being the sire. As far as can 
be ascertained, the McNlel dogs in their earliest form were a 
smaller dog than the .present animal, and hardly so rongh in the 
coat, not much exceeding In size the dog, now nearly extinct, 
that was known as the S^tch greyhound. 

Sir John McNlel was kind enough to furnish the writer. In 
1868, with the following Information about his breed In later 
times:— 

“The largest and finest dog I over bred or ever saw, was my 
Oscar. His speed was such that In a straight run he was never 
beaten by any dog, rongh or smooth; and In his best running 
condition he weighed ninety-four pounds.’’ 

From this It will seen that the NcNiel strain had gained both 
In size and weight since the .time Buskar was looked upon as such 
a wonder. 

Another celebrated strain was owned by a Scottish nobleman 
up to within the last twenty-six years, since which period he has 
^ven them up; but some of the blood has passed Into other 
hands,and has been Infused In and Incorporated wlth,'our present 
stralna The following Information furnished by him will be read 
with much Interest;—

8t. G. Gore’a--lndeed, they bred together for years, and the con- 
eeqnence was that Lord Henry’s strain was sadly devoid of coat. 
A bitch he owned, called Ferret, of McNIel-of Colonsay’s breed, 
was smooth, and from her. In all probability, the want of-coat 
was Introduced; Indeed, In many of the older strains the coat 
would »Ppe»r te have been decidedly Indifferent, to say the least 
of It. Lord Henry’s Flngal, considered by him to be one of bla 
very best, was a large red dog, almost smooth. From a bitch of 
this breed, called Carrac, at one time owned by the writer, many 
of onr best modern dogs are descended. At Lord Henry’s death 
his doga were sold at Edlnbufgh In 1871, realizing by no means 
large prices. 

Some extremely fine deerhounds were owned many years aeo 
by the late Duke of Leeds. ^ 

Mr. Campbell, of Monzie, Perthshire, had a very pure breed of 
deerhounds about fifteen or twenty years ago. “ Lochtel," 
speaking of them, says: “ 1 doubt If any deerhounds except Mr. 
Campbell s of Monzie are quite pure. There were very few of 
teem left « bis death. His was the best and purest blood In the 
riorth. From hIs dog Qrumach Mr. Cameron’s Pirate and Tor- 
rom were bred. 


LleuteDant-Colouel Inge of Thorpe for many yean bred deer- 
hounds of remarkably good descent; but he ceased to do so 
arwut 1863, when he sent sixteen to be sold at Aldridge’s. They 
fetched prices ranging from 15 to 60 guineas. His celebrated 
old dog Valiant was bought in at a large Ogure. They were all 
well-made dogs and well covered <^lth rough hair, but were not 
remarkable for size. Colonel Inge had the honor of winning the 
first prize with Valiant at the first dog show ever held at Birming¬ 
ham in 1861. He was a very rough brindle dog of lengthy make. 
Valiants pedigree was given as by Lord Saitoun’s famous Bran 
out of Soaforth’s Vengeance, and he was presented to Colonel 
Inge when a puppy. 

The late Mr. John Cole, for many years head keeper to Her 
Maj^ty the Queen at Windsor Park, owned several splendid 
deerhounds, bred from Prince Albert’s Hector of Monzles’ breed, 
and a bitch of a strain be had brought from ChllUngham. At 
his death the writer purchased three, amongst them the well- 
known and superb dog Kelldar and bis sister Hag, a bitch of 
great aiza and very good shape, but wanting in coat. 

Now to touch on the breeds of the present day. 

The Duke of Sutherland owns good-looking and useful doga, 
but they are small, and a doubt Is expressed In some quarters as 
to their true breeding. Regarding some of those/ornujr/y In his 
possession there, however, can be no doubt. 

Mr. Spencer Lucy of Cbarlcote hae some of tee Btralnmt Men 
zles of Cbesthlll, as before-meotloned, and has been crossing with 
one or two well-known prlze-tekere-It Is believed with satis¬ 
factory res nits. 

Mr. Gillespie of Tulloch, KIngnsele, should be mentioned here, 
being the breeder and owner of the far-famed Torrom. Though 
Mr. Gillespie wsa hardly to be considered a breeder of deer- 
hotiods, yet tele dog was such a notoriously good one that. In 
justice to the subject, notice of his breeder cannot be omitted. 

Mr. Donald Cameron of Lochlel Is well known to deerhound 
lovers se the breeder of Pirate snd the giant Torrom. These 
dogs were from a bitch, Loy, by Mr. Gillespie’s Torrom, by 
Campbell of Monzle’s Qrumseb. 

Mr. H. Cbsworth Masters le known widely la the owner of the 
above-mentioned Torrom, which wae pnrebased from “ Lochlel ’’ 
by a Mr. Bowles when exhibited at the Birmingham show In 1869 
he then being three years old. He wsa afterward purchased by 
Mr. Musters, and has been extensively bred from, with varied 
success. ^ 

Mr. R. Hood Wright has also bred some very fair deerhounds. 
He Is mentlonod before as having the strain of Menzles of Chest- 
hill In bis kennels. 

The late Sydney Dobell owned a very capital breed of deer- 
honnd, descended from a bitch presented to him by Flora Mac¬ 
donald of Skye. These dogs have had much to do with some of 
the best doga now extent. They were said to be of pure Glen¬ 
garry breed. 

The last, and perhaps the most snccessful, breeder to whom 
allusion will be made, Is Mr. Thomas Morse. The dogs bred by 
this gentleman have proved themselves most successful candi¬ 
dates for public favor, and have gone to the top of the tree so far 
as prize-taking la concerned, and no doubt, whore opportunity baa 
offered, have proved tberaMivee aa good and true as they un- 
qneatlonably are good-looking. Amongst them, Mr. Hemming’s 
Linda, Mr. Cbinnery’s Duke, and Mr. Hay’s Rufus, may be men- 
Uenadi Mr. Moris desidedly owSs ifiiKbf if not all, •! lits aac> 


ceaa to bis jndlcloua use of teat magnificent dog Kelldar, and the 
prodnee have In many Instances thrown to him In a marked 
manner, even so tar as two generations off. 

Before concluding this notice of breedere, the Hon. Mrs. 
JJeane Morgan, living In County Wexford, Ireland, should be 
mentioned,who now has dogs descended from pare strains brought 
from Scotland many years ago. It la believed these are fine 
animals, of which their owner la remarkably proud. One waa 
given by her to Mr. George Dennis, Her Majesty’s Consul In 
Sicily, and Is reported by him to be an extraordinarily fine and 
noble animal. Mr. Dennia has lately taken a very well-descended 
young bitch, out to Sicily to mate with him. 

Mr. George Cupplee has also bred many good dogs, amongst 
them Spey, now the property of Mr. Morse—selected to llluatrste 
this article. There are several other breedere of years gone by 
whom the writer had perhaps better mention by name, and 
though he personally knows but little of their strains, they were 
reckoned to be remarkably good ones—namely Lord Seaforth, 
McDonald, of Keppocb, McKenzie, of KInUll, and General Roes, 
of Qlenmoldart. ’ 

It Is now proposed to sllnde to a few of the largeet “ noted" 
dogs—bi-fore proceeding to describe eenerslly tee “ cracks” of 
the breed—that have arisen during the last thirty-five years. 

Sir St. George Gore's Grulm has already been noticed. He 
wae said to stand 32 to 33 IncheB(l) and was a very well-shaped 
and excellent dog. He wae at bis prime abont 1843-44. 

Black Bran, a 8I-lnch dog, 4o reality a black brindle, was a re¬ 
markably good dog alraut 1850-51. 

The Marquis of Brekdalbsne’s King of the Forest was s dog ot 
extraordinary aixe, being, It Is supposed, S3 Inches high. He was 
held to be a good dog. 

An unusually fine dog, called Alder, was shown many times 
about 1863-67—the property of Mr. Beasley, bred. It was asserted, 
by Sir John McNlel, of Colonsay—that stood about 31* Inches, 
and probably weighed 110 pounds. This waa a very well-shaped 
dog not too bulky, of a dark brindle color; coat very hard. Un¬ 
fortunately, this dog never got any descendants worthy of him¬ 
self. He was a grand animal. 

In later years we have Torrom, first shown at Birmingham by 
his breeder, Mr. Donald Cameron, ol Lochlel, In 1869, he then 
^Ing three years old. He afterward passed Into tee possession of 
Mr. H. Cbsworth Masters and won numerous prizes, being known 
as champion Old Torrom. This dog, as far aa could be ascer¬ 
tained, threw back to some ancestor of gigantic size—probably 
Lord Breadalbsne’a King of the Forest. He was an eitraordlns- 
rily heavy dog for s deerhound, and neually considered lumber- 
aome, and found too much so for work by hie owner, who got 
rid of him for this reason. His head was very maesive, and his 
cost very full and soft; legs by no means straight—a weakness 
which many of bis descendants have Inherited. He was a medium 
brownish color, faintly brindle, very long In make; ears very 
coarse, and tall of extreme length. He etood 31 Inches, girthed 
35, snd weighed, fat, abont 110 pounds. 

His two eons-Monzie, out of Brenda, bred by, and the prop¬ 
erty of, Mr. Masters, and Young Torrom, out of Brale, bred by 
Mr. Hancock—are both dogs of great size, standing 31 Inches 
snd weighing about 105 pounds; the former considerably 
the better dog of the two. The latter dog was exported to 
America some three years ago. 

Of a different strain—going direct back to McNlel’e dogs—we 
have Hector, the property of Mr. Dadley, head-keeper to the 
Marquis of Bristol—a splendid dog, of darkish brindle color 
good rough coat, and well-shaped, by Giaour, out of Hylda- 
height, 31 Incbee; girth, 35; weight, 106 pounde. A good dog 
with deer, and thoroughly well-bred—probably the bBstrbred dog 
now extant. 


His two sons-Oscar, the property of Mr. Phlllipe, Croxton 
House, Boxford, a very fine, symmetrical dog, of great length 
rather pale-fawn brindle. out of Lufra, a bitch of small size and 
somewhat uncertain pedigree, stendtng 31 Inches and weighing 
about 105 ponnds; and Sir Bore, the property of Llentenint- 
Colonel Leyland. a dog of similar color, out of Lufra also (s prior 
litter), a very grand dog In every way. He sUnde 81 Inches, girths 
35, and weighs 105 pounds. 

To goon to a general notice of the cracks. First to be noticed

chest very deep and round; neck long, arched and strong; head 
email, but with wonderful power of jaw (I have seen him break 
the shoulder of very many red deer stags with a single twist) • 
back very strong sod arched; lolne of wonderful strength. Tor¬ 
rom was by Faust, a dog (I believe iTie latt) test belonged to Mrs. 
McDonnell, wife of the late Glengarry, and was one of the finest- 
looking dogs I have seen; his dam wae Garry, a bitch given to 
me by Gordon Camming, when he last - started for Africa. On 
Cnmmlng’s return I gave him back the bitch, which I believe he 
afterward eold to Sir St. George Gore. Torrom, when little more 
than a year old proved himself the best dog at deer I ever saw or 
expect to see. 

All dogs of any note at the present time can trace their de- 
SMnt back to this exceedingly grand epeclmen of the race. Mr. 
Campbell of Monziee’ Greumah waa a particularly nice dog, got 
by a fine dog belonging to Gen. Roes, of Glenmoldart, of the 
Keppock strain, ontof a Monzie bitch. He waa tee sirs of Pirate 
Md Torrom, bred by Mr. Cameron, of Lochlel. Mr. Cameron 
writes thus regarding this fine dog: “ He was a magnificent dog, 
not so maasjve as bla son (champion Torrom), but more like a 
d^rbound. He was a strong-framed dog, with plenty of hair, 
of a blue-brindle color. He was very like the dog you refer to 
as belonging to Mr. Gillespie” 

Kelldar, breed by the late Mr. Cole, head-keeper of Windsor 
Park, was one of the most elegant snd srlstocratlc-Iooklng deor- 
honods ever seen. He was a dog of great length, and yet poe- 
seased great speed snd power. He wsa In constant use In Wlnd- 
sor Park for stalking deer, and was very adept at his work. He 
Mowed high breeding and symmetry to a remarkable extent. His 
height was a full 30 Inches, girth 83*, snd weight 95 pounds; 
Mlor blnish-fan-n, slightly brindled, the muzzle snd ears being 
blue; cost rather soft in character, and tolerably full. He was by 
a han^mo dog (Oscar), belonging to Mr. Bridge, of the breed 
of McKenzie of Applecross. Hla descendants have made their 
mark by their size, high breeding, and good looks. Amongst 
them are the well'kDown Linda^ which reaembles her aire in aa 
^traordioary degree, bis eon Rufus, and amongst bis graodsoas 
petoraad Duke. Mr. Phillips* Ojcar and Lleat.-Col. Leyland’s 
Sir Bora being his great-grandsons. Mr. Field’s Bran, own 
brother, same litter as Kelldar, was only slightly bis Inferior, and

The deerhound wUl now be closely described. As reg"^ P 
size, many argumente are put forward. In former days when the t 
red deer was coursed (as hares are) without having previously t 
been wounded, the larger and more powerful the dog was, pr^ c 
vlded that the greyhound’s speed and activity were preserved, 
the more was he valued; but In these degenerate days, when t 
deer are usually brought to book without the aid of dogs or often 
even In their presence, an arrirnaf that can find and bay a wounded * 
stag is considered to be all that is cequlred. In some few c^ J 
thTdeerhound proper la used, but this Is being fast ‘“owed to 
fall Into disuse In the majority of cases. To run into and hold a J 
full-grown stag, a large and strong dog is certainly requlr^, and 
It was found that a dog averaging 29 to 30 Inches was the cor¬ 
rect animal. His girth should bo great, and cheat deep—without i 
being too fiat-sided ; for a 30-lnch dog, 3* Inches should be the 
average The fore-arm, below elbow, should measure 8* Inches, < 
and toe dog weigh from 95 to 105 pounds. Should the dog stand . 
as much as 31 Inches, as Is sometimes the case, these dimensions ' 
would be slightly exceeded. He should be of lengthy make. The 
average for bitches, which are very much less than toe dogs, i 
would be as follows; Height, 26 Inches; girth, 29 Inches; weight, 

65 to 70 pounds. In flgflro and conformation this dog should 
closely approximate to the smooth greyhound, ^lowanro being 
made for bis superior stature and bulk. The head should be long 
and lean, rather wider behind the ears, yet not suddenly wld^- 
Ing; neck long, strong, and arched; body long; back slightly 
cu^ed upward, descending toward UU; lege very s^ng and 
straight; feet round, well and firmly set; quarters well developed, 
andiqoal to propelling the animal with extreme velocity; ears 
small, seml-erect, dark In color, and smooth, though several 
strains—really good ones—show a hairy ear; UU long and free 
from curl, havtng a curve toward the Up onl^y. The general 
appearance should be striking, elegant, and aristocraUc to 
a marked extent, and nobUlly of carriage Is a very sUong 
feature In the breed. The coat should be coarse and hyd, 
full and dense on head, body, lege, and taU, without being ex¬ 
aggerated;” that on the head should be softer In character than 
^t on the body; the hair over eyes and under jaws being of 
greater length, and rather more wiry than that on the rwt of 
toe head. The well-covered head gives much “ character," and 
adds vastly to the general beauty of this magnificent dog. The 
length of the hair ehould be from three to four iuebee. Some 
breedera hold that no deerhound la worthy of notice uoleaa he 
baa a good rough bead, with plenty of beard and coat generally; 
also, that the purity of a smooth skulled d<j 5 la to ^ doubted. 
Here, however, they are at fault, as several of the beat known 
dogs have had nearly smooth heads. . w 

In color the deerhound varies much—from nsariy blacs, 

> through dark brlndle, blue light brlndle, grey, fawn, and sandy, 
and cream of all shades, to pure white. Black-aud-tan of 

the breed have also been known. As a matter of taste, the 
darker colors, as Iron-grey and brlndle, are to be preferred ; but 
many flrst-clasd speclmena have been and are, of a lighter color. 
On a dark heath a light-colored dog shows plainer. 

These dogs are usually remarkably fine and graceful jumpers, 
and possessed of great activity. In the matter of speed they 

oftenequal the smooth greyhound, but owing to their grwt size 

are unequal to making such quick turns as their smaUer con¬ 
gener. The scenting powers are developed In a remaraable way. 
Ini many wonderful tales are told of the tracking ^wers of 
these dogs. When unsighted, they often recover for their mas¬ 
ters “cold" stags by their unerring powera In this line. 

They are bad awlmmcra, but occasionally will take the water, 
and never shrink from It when In pursuit of their qua^. 

The deerhound Is justly considered a difficult dog to rear, and 
to a cerUln degree delicate, though some autoors put him for¬ 
ward as being toe “ hardiest of toe hardy." They also are not a 

"rwas supped that the gradual dying out of the practice of 
coursing the red deer would soon put an end to the breeffing of 
the deerhound; but such, happily. Is not the case. This dog. In 
reality, has wonderfully Increased the last twenty years, and is 
now, comparatively speaking, common. His beauty, gentleness, 
power, and courage, have so recommended him as a pet and <»m- 
panlon, and his appearance Is so ornamental and grawM toat 
he is highly esteemed by aU the genUe In the land; and toe fear 
that the bread would become extinct has long since vanished. 

The late Sir St. George Gore, a breeder of experienw, was of 
opinion that the deerhounds of toe present day are to finer than 
they were thirty and forty years ago; also toat a dog could not 
then be found to run at 85 pounds, whereas now the stondard la 
from 90 to 100 pounds.

An extremely good bitch, too, which came before the public In 
1879, Is Heather, the property of the Rev. Grenville F. Hodson, 
of North Petherton, Bridgwater, which gentleman Is one of our 
oldest deerhound breeders, and a recognized Judge of the variety. 
Mr. Graham has, we believe, not seen Heather, and has there¬ 
fore omitted her from the list be gives above.

Mr. Dalntry Hollins’ Reply to “ A Breeder.” 

LyMRHORST, MaBKBT DrAYTOS, BAPOF, ESOI.ASD. 
Editor Cbioaoo Fiki-d ;-A Breeder’s letter reminds me of 
the Old story of Instructions given to counsel, “No case, abuse 
the plaintiff;" and I think your American readers will agree with 
vonr English ones that when A Breeder stoops to personalities, 
bis case must be a very bad one Indeed. A Breeder cannot, It 
uema read or speU, otherwise he would not have put a g In my 
name.’ (My name was spelt correctly In your former number). 

As to A Breeder’s sneers at the Kennel Club, he seems to for- 
eetor more probably, does not know,that the very highest In the 
land keep stud animals, and charge fees. Her Majesty, the 
Queen has four stallions at Hampton Court paddocks, at fifty 
guineas each, as can be seen any week In the racing calendar. 
The Duke of Westminster has Doncaster aUndlng at Eaton Hall 
at £100. So, according to Breeder, the Queen should be called 
the Hampton Court stud shop keeper, apd the Duke of West¬ 
minster the Eaton Hall stud shop keeper. Again, Breeder seems 
to think It unique, a body of gentlemen endeavoring to keep a ■ 
breed pure. But there are upward of fifty masters of bounds 
who would disagree entirely with Breeder that the father and 
grandfather were of more Importance than anterior generations. 

An instance of this: The prize hound Alfred, whose father, 
mother, and grandfather were all perfectly well known, but there 
was a missing link further on, and for this reason Lord Ports¬ 
mouth, the Duke of Rutland, and Mr. Lane Fox. all declined 
to breed from him. Mr. Lane Fox remarking at a show that 
he may have come down from Sbadrach, Mesbacb and Abed- 
nego, but this was not good enough for him without proof. 
And so Important ace the oldest pedigrees considered throughout 
toe whole of England that the legal powers now Uke strong 
cognizance of such matters, aa was InsUnced by Sir James All- 
sop prosecuting a farmer for showing a bull calf as a pure short¬ 
horn, when he waa only three-parts short-horn. 

Sir James claiming him at a show on the stated pedigree, and 
using him as such for two seasons, damages were laid at £1,000, 
and an expert at the breed was called to show that Sir James’ herd 
had suffered to that amount, a verdict for £600 was given, and 
then the offender was prosecuted by the show committee for 
fraud and got fifteen months hard labor. So much then for the 
Importance of pedigrees as considered lu pgland. Now Mr. 
Laverack’s pedigrees must be considered authentic until they are 
refuted by hard facts, and none has ever dared to say that such 
pedigrees os Dash and Moll were not correct, aa stated In Mr. 
Laverack’s book. 

I shall leave Leatherhead to toke care of himself, aa he Is well 
able to do against Breeder, but the former writer must feel 
amused at toe Importance Breeder ascribes to him, that he le^s 
’ the whole of tbe English public, and It Is feared he will do the 
I same In America. This, Breeder tries to prevent, but uosne- 
1 ceasfully It eeejna »« Leatherhead, by Breeder’s ahowlng, has kept

The next brace on tbe programme, McIntosh’s Abble Whin 
ner; and Dr. Strother's Froet’e Leah, were pat down at 11:80 In 
a wheat stubble adjoining the cornfield. In which Dick Leverack 
and Dodo bad been taken up. Mr. H. M. Bhort bandied Abble 
Whinner;, and Capt. C. E. McMurdo, of L;nchbarg, Va., worked 
Frost’s Leah. Both puppies showed fair speed, Abble Whinner; 
being the faster, besides ranging the wider end quartering the 
better of tbe two, which, together with Leeh,’s unateadlneea In 
front and behind, gave her the heat; for Leah found tbe most 
birds and showed decldedi; tbe best ,uoee, as well as tbe most 
Bt;le. Having drawn the^fleld blank, the brace were ordered up 
and a move was made for the Thom place, half a mile further on, 


where, In an old orchard, the; were cast off. Falling to 
ttnd,a field of ragweed and grass adjoining was drawn with the same 
result. Col. Bloo felt confident that the bev; La Rein had found, 
when we drew tbe ground, was sure to be found In tbe rag-weed 
and grass field on the opposite side of the brook, and the brook 
was accordingl; crossed. Boon after entering the field Leah draw 
to a point and Abble backed her ver; haudsomel;. Capt. Mc¬ 
Murdo failed to’flush, and the puppies going on, Leah some two 
hundred ;ards further ahead, drew to a grand point on a bev;, 
which undoabtedl; were the same birds which had run from 
where she bad been polnllug before; Abble backed. Capt. Mc¬ 
Murdo flushed the birds, but did not shoot at them; both pup¬ 
pies remained standing to wing. After going Into the adjoin¬ 
ing woods, where one or two birds of tbe bev; had been marked, 
which flushed themselves before the pdpples could get the 
trail of them, a return was made to the field from where 
the; bad been flushed, when Leah flushed a single bird, 
broke In and stopped to order. Going on, both puppies flusF 
a single bird. In tall rag-weed, Abble drew to a point 
single bird; Leah coming up, stopped to order. Capt. Me 
Murdo was directed b; the judges to take Leah around and 
bring her up to back, as the; did not think she bad seen Ab- 
hle. Before this could be done Abbla had got tired of watting, 
and broke In and flushed b; attempting to catch the bird, but 
stopped to order. Both puppies having been sent on, Leah 
pointed handsomel; a portion of the bev;, which, when flushed, 
had settled In that end of tbe field, and Abble backed beautlfull;. 
Capt. McMurdo flushed, but did not shoot at birds; both pup¬ 
pies stood to wing. Near tbe brook Abble, down wind, flashed 
a single b rd and dropped to order. The brook was recrossed 
for the rag and grass-field, previous!; drawn, where some of the 
flushed birds had been marked down. Immedtatel; after cross¬ 
ing, Leah pointed a brace, and broke In and flushed, and 
stopped to order; ordered on, she soon after flushed a single 
bird, and again s’opped to order. The brace w^e then taken up, 
having beeu down one hour and twent;-live minutes, and the beat 
awardt d to Abble Whinner;. 

It being 12:45, and the lunch band; and In a convenient 
place to eat, a recessof thirt; minutes was taken. Just then It 
commenced to snow and continued to do so until ver; near to 2 
o’clock. 

Lunch over, the next brace. Dais; Leverack, worked b; her 
trainer, Mr. Short, and Peep O’Da; worked b; her trainer, Mr. 
Whllford, were called for, and a move was made for a field, on 
the opposite side of the road, to that In which Abble and Leah 
bad finished their heat. Mr. Morford In jumping over the fence 
flushed a bev;, which was marked down In a piece of woods and 
thicket In the center of tbe field. Tbe dogs wore then (1:30) 
cast off. Dais; ran to tbe thick rag-weed boAerlng the thicket, 
and drew to a point, and Peep O’Da; backed; discovering her 
error she moved on. thirt; ;arda further on Peep O’Da; 

pointed, and Dais; backed. Peep O’Da; moved on and com¬ 
menced to road, and Dale; did the same, and both loaded but 
failed to find. The handlers were then directed to draw their 
dogs out of the thicket and cast them off In the open to show 
their speed, st;Ie In motion, range and quartering. Both were 
last, but Peep O’Da; showed more speed and st;Ie, and ranged 
wider, and quartered better than Dale;, who, we found b; ex¬ 
amining her feet after the heat, was suffering from broken toe 
nails and Infiamed toes of the off hind leg. Both then ran 
Into tbe thicket, where tbe bev; flusbed b; Mr. Morford had 
dropped. Dais; soon pointed haadsomel;^nd ataunchl; a brace; 
n Short flushed, but did not shoot,

;anu farther ln,flaahed, up wind, four or five birds, which, be;ood 
'^*■'0 those she bW been pointing, and dropped to wing. 
The brace were then taken up, and Dais; Laverack announced 
the winner of the heat Down, one hour and fifteen minutes. 

In a corn-field, about two hundred ;ards over and be;ond the 
creek, at 8:66, Bruce and Abbess, the former handled b; his 
^uer, Mr. l^ltford, and the latter b; her owner, Mr. John 
Davidson, were cast off. Bruce in a small swale In the center of 
the field, flashed a bev; and dropped to wing, and near the fence 
at the end of the field flushed three birds of the bev; which bad 
wttled there, and dropped to wing. Both puppies were sent over 
Into tbe woods adjoining, when Abbess flusbed a single bird 
among dried leaver, and dropped to wing. Borne distance be- 
;ond. Abbess drew to a point, and Bruce, In another direction, 
was called up to back, but at the saflie moment stopped on a 
point. From neither point could aa;thlog be flusbed; and the 
remainder of tbe woods proving blank, another piece of woods 
adjoining was drawn. In which Bruce pointed handsomel; and 
^unchl; at a brush heap, and Abbess backed beautlfull;. Mr. 
Whitford, to order, flushed four birds, but did not shoot; both 
puppies dropped to wing. A stubble field was next drawn,when, 
for tbe flxst time, the brace had the opportunlt; of showing their 
pace, ranging, quartering, and 8t;le In motion. Abbess proved 
herself the belter quarterer of the two, quite equal In et;le 
to Bruce, and under better control, but she did not show 
M much speed, nor range as wide as Bruce, which be;ond 
doubt Is to be attributed to the fact that she waa In wretched 
condition, having suffered for three da;s from an attack of dlar- 
rbeea, sofflclentl; severe to have caus^ a dog less game to have 
succumbed. The field and another of the same character adjoin¬ 
ing having proved blank, Col. Bloo proposed to-the judges to 
move a mile farther on, which was accordingl; done, and the 
brace were ordered up, and again put down In a piece of woods 
with thick anderbruab,which proving barren, the neighboring field 
of corn-stalks of Immense height was drawn. Bruce almost Im¬ 
mediate!; drew to a point, wUch tbe judges were not able to see 
before the bev; flushed, and for which coneequentl; he did not 
get credit. Tbe birds dropped In a hedge In an adjoining com-fleld, 
and In a rag-weed patch skirting It. Bruce Immedlatel; after 
being sent in, drew to a point In the hedge; the bird ran and he 
roaded It In fine st;le over one hundred ;ards and established 
his point again, when Whitford flusbed tbe bird but did not shoot 
at It, and Bruce dropped to wing. Abbess, crossing through the 
hedge to the rag-weed patch on the opposite side from where 
Bruce was working, flusbed a bird to which she paid no attention 
and then In the rag-weed field flushed three times In succession, 
and dropped each time to wing. Bbe then commenced to draw 
to a point, but Mr. Davidson, stepping ahead, flushed the birds 
before she bad a chance to establish her point; she dropped to 
wing. Bruce coming up the; both ran Into and through the 
lower part of the corn•field^at the outer edge of which both 
began to feather; but Bruce forging ahead, got the point 
on three blrds,and Abbess backed. It was a nice piece of gener¬ 
alship on tbe part of Mr. Whllford. Tbe birds were flusbed b; 
Mr. Whitford, but were not shot at; Abbess dropped to wing, 
Bruce to order. The two corn-fields were gone over again, but 
with barren results, excepting that Bruce came to a stand and 
Whitford claiming the point too soon, Bruce got a false point 
for it. In a brier thicket In the adjoining woods Abbess pointed 
stauncbl; and was held on her point for some lime for Bruce to 
be brought up to back, which he did. Ordered to flush, Mr. 
Davidson failed to, and after Abbess had frultlessl; roaded some 
distance, the brace were taken up. The point was not a false one 
as the bird was seen b; some spectators to flush near where Ab¬ 
bess bad pointed. Bruce waa declared the winner of the heat 
Down just two hours. 

It being 5:05 and getting dark, tbe trials ended for the da;. 

An earlier start was made Tuesda; morning than on Monda;, 
but In accordance with the determination of tbe previous evening 
a halt was not made short of Col. Bloo’s, In consequence of 
which work was commenced only ten minutes earlier than on tbe 
previous da;. 

Tbe crisp west wind, while making the atmosphere colder, ;et 
was somewhat less disagreeable, In tbe earl; morning, since there 
was not the moisture and dampness that there was In 
the sontheast wind of tbe day before; besides which, the sun 
shone brightly, and for the moment it was hoped that tbe latter 
part of the day would be warmer. It was not long, however, 
before cloudiness and sunshine alternated, and by noon the few 
rays of sunshine bad disappeared under a sk; of a leaden hue, 
and tbe atmosphere became colder and more chill;. 

At 9:55 Count Noble, handled by bis owner, Mr. Sanborn, and 
Snellenburg’s May Laverack, bandied by her trainer, Mr. Short, 
were cast off In a patch of rag-weed, long grass and cockle burrs 
In a comer of a field, tbe remainder of which had been sown In 
wheat. Noble at the end near tbe wheat field drew to a point 
up wind, and making a cost to the right, turned and established 
bis point down wind and stauncbl; on a bevy; May was being 
brought up to back, when, facing Noble, and up wind, she drew 
to a stand; whether a point or a back, a mooted question, as we 
could not In our mind determine whether ornotshehadseen Noble 
before stopping; we are, however, disposed to give her tbe credit 
of a point, notwithstanding she had prevlonsl; run by the same 
spot without giving any Indication of the presence of game. Mr. 
Sanborn flusbed but did not shoot at the birds, and botlf puppies 
dropped to wing. To give tbe birds a chance to settle In a 
thicket In the center of an adjoining wheat fleld. In which the; 
bad dropped, and to test the respective pace, range, quartering 
and style in motion of the brace they were cast off In a fifty-acre 
stubble-field on the opposite side of the road. Each 
gave a fine exhibition of these points, but May proved herself 
the faster of the two, and when running on parallel lines with 
Noble, showed him her heels. Her bursts of speed were tre¬ 
mendous, and by no other puppy in the stake were they equaled. 
The judges haring satisfied themselves of their relative merits, 
ordered them up and to bo castoff in the hedge where the flushed 
bev; bad been marked. On entering the fleld, May ran into the 
thicket, and Noble took the open and ran up the right side of the 
thicket, with the wind on his quarter. About one hundred yards 
up the thicket he turned and Instantly stopped on a grand point, 
up wind. In a crouched position, resting on his bannehes, but 
with bead well up. This waa the sketch Mr. Tracy made ol 
hlm,wblch we shall soon produce. May was brought up to back, 
and refusing to, was charged b; Bhort. Banbora flusbed and 
killed the bird, and Noble dropp^ to shot, and, to order, retrieved 
well, which, however, did not go to bis credit, there not being an 
award of merit for retrieving In the puppy stakes. Both pup¬ 
pies ordered on, May ran into tbe thicket and Noble continued 
working on tbe outside, and same side of the thicket. Just as be 
drew to a point again. May flashed two birds, one at a time, and In 
rapid succession, which, flying directly over Noble, startled him, 
and caused him to leave his point. May ran out into tbe open 
and drew to a questhmable point where Noble had bem pointing, 
and Noble, having gone Into the thicket, commenced to road 
down wind, and while doing so flushed a bird to the side of him

Mr. Dew was directed td draw him off the point, and as he ap- 
proMb^ him for that purpose the bevy flushed, and was not 
marked down owing to the corn being so high. Tbe ravine waa 
then drawn but without results, beyond Nailer pointing a hare. 
After reaching the level again. Nailer pointed staunchly and 
handsomel; a bevy among some fallen limbs around which had 
grown long grass %nd rag-weed. Nimrod, called up to back, ap- 
proa^ed from an opposite direction, and not seeing Nailer, 
iralnM, for which be got credit as well as Nailer. Dew flushed 
the bevy, and both Short and himself shot, and Short killed a 
bird. Both puppies dropped to shot. Short asked permission 
to retrieve tbe bird, which tbe judges were willing Nimrod should 
. K*‘ vl’ '"’“k, as, retrieving not being required in the 
stake, If be should, while .going to retrieve or return¬ 
ing, flush a bird, which had not flown with tbe rest of the 
bevy, be would have to suffer the penalty. Not being 
willing to take* tbe chances, Mr. Sbort abandoned the idea, 
and subsequently Nailer going In tbe direction where the bird 
had fallen, found and retrieved It very nicely. The bevy flew 
across the ravine, some dropping In briers and tbe others In tbe 
dried leaves of a grove of beech trees. The brace ran down Into 
the ravine, and while ascending tbe opposite eteep, both 
puppies flushed In some briers. In the beech grove Nailer struck 
the trail and was roading down wind very nicely when a bird 
fliuhM from among the dried leaves, and Nailer stopped. Imme¬ 
diately after the balance of the bevy flushed themselves. The 
remainder of the grove, a vineyard and a corn-fleld proving 
blank, and It being 1 -.80 and every one ravenous, tbe brace were 
temporarily taken up, and a most bountiful lunch of wild tur¬ 
keys, etc., supplied by mine host, Cox, of the Grand Hotel, was 
done ample justice to; and a thorough warming of forty-five min¬ 
utes by a glowing wood fire, made by direction of the thoughtful 
president, wm enjoyed. ” 

“ Now, Mr. Dew and Mr. Short,” said Capt. Henry at a quarter 
past two, cast off your doge,” pointing to tbe long and broad 
ravine near by, where the brace had dona the first work after 
being put flowp. “ ThU,” remarked Col. Sloo, as we entered the 
reylne, Is my favorite and private shooting groand. Later, lo 
Winter, the birds congregate In here, and I have often bagged fifty 

In a day.” In some tall rag-weed and briers Nimrod flushed a 

bevy, which were marked down in a corn-field on the hill, Into 
which the puppies were sent, and In which each pointed a bird 
In different localities, which were flusbed, but not shot at. 
Further 00 ’ Nimrod, down wind, flushed a bird and dropped to 
wliy. The remainder of the field, a piece of woods and a corn- 
fleld proving barren, the end of the same ravine we had entered, 
was drawn. Nimrod Immediately commenced to draw on a brace 
but before he established bis point they flushed, and he dropped 
towing. A few moments later. Nailer, In some fallen limbs at 
ed^ of the woods skirting tbe ravine pointed a hare, and 
Nimrod romlog up, refused to back. The brace were then taken 
up, and Count Nailer awarded tbe heat. Down (actual time, 
not Including time Uken for lunch) two hours and live minutes. 

It waa 8:10 and the overcast sky bade us remember that the 
day, rtort as It was, would be yet shorter for that reason, 
aud that darkness being but little over an hour off, no time 
was to be lost. The judges realizing this got the next brace, J. 
HopUns Smith’s Jill, worked bg Mr. F. A. Taft, and Robert Sew-

EniTOK CniaAOO Fiku) October, the first month the law 
allows shooting quails here, has passed. The tall weeds, and 
leaves on the trees makes Octo^ber anything but a pleasant month 
to bunt here; but November ^ves one all the sport be wants, so 
that so far this month I have made good bags, and have bad some 
of the best day's or half-day’s shooting I have ever enjoyed. 
The birds have concentrate along the small creeks, fringed 
with haiel brush, and It Is no unusual thing to put up five to leu 
flocka Inside of smile’s walk; having them well scattered with 
staunch, good dogs, and retrievers at that, one can soon get from 
twenty-five to fifty, which Is enough for any one mao to come 
home with. Last Saturday, after dinner, 1 saddled my horse, 
loosened my pointers, Fan and Dolly—the latter a daughter of 
old Phil—and struck out, by abort cuts, to grounds upon which I 
bad found plenty last year. 1 soon reached there, scarcely a 
mile from my home, when, before I had tied my horse, I saw 
Fan drawing on quails, Dolly cautiously backlog her. It was but 
the work of a moment to slip my cartridges In my No. 16 Wil¬ 
liams & Powell bammerlees. Moving In ahead I flushed, not one, 
but two flocks, large bevies of quails. I brought one down with first 
barrel, and three with the second, at a distance of at least sixty- 
five ysrds. I will say I have the best gun I ever bandied; It has 
two sets of barrels. No. 16 and No. 18, but 1 am convinced that 
the No. 16 Is good enough to kill any bird at sixty yards. Both 
barrels are full choked. The No. 12 Is equally as g(^, but what 
Is the use of carrylug two to four pounds of metal, when six and 
one-half pounds will do all you ask of HI None, I ssy; and yet 
the No. 10 has Its friends,who think they must have five to seven 
drams of powder behind the shot In some shspe, to kill; It has, 
I believe, been proven In good testa that a No. 80 and No. 16 gun 
will kill Just as far as a gun of larger caliber; but you must hold 
un your bird, e.-peclally If your gun Is choked. To use the small 
bores makes a better shot of a sportsman, whereas anybody should 
be able to kill with a No. 10, making a pattern as large as the 
bead of a barrel. All right, you can fill your game bag with 
quails any day here, no matter what gun you use, and as the 
small streams will soon be frozen over so you can cross and re- 
cross, you can have better sport from this out until the close of 
the season. 

I dislike to hunt alone, but very often do, and yet as I 
live alone with my doga, I have made of them companions, and It 
Is wonderful what an attachment will grow up between a tevorlte 
dog and yourself, and what pleasure you can have talking with 
him, counting your game over together, eating lunch beside some 
spring or stream. Who would be so mean as not to divide with 
such a dog as a Fan, as she sits before you watching every move 
you make, turning her head half sideways, listening to a calling 
c|uall that has been scattered from the flock. Bbe knows as well os 
you the call, and Is as anxlous,and more so,to go over the grounds 
again, for It’s now the real pleasure commences, picking up the 
scattered birds, that a half hour before you could not find, al¬ 
though crossing and rccrossing the ground a dozen times; they 
must In some way hold their scent, as they say, or bow la It your 
(log will pass right over them, when If you return In half an hour. It 
Is a continual wheel and point every ten yards; If they do not 
withhold their scent-giving powers, then the dog loses his 
powers of scenting them; and that can't be, fur be finds them 
now, and could nut half an hour before. But what splendid sport 
It Is. Chicken shooting can nut compare with It. How the 
bracing air Invigorates and makes one feel the dsy is not half 
long enough, for Just as evening comes the largest bevy rises 
and scatters up a draw In the pralne and llgbt In the tall dead 
grass. Heaven! Hero's fun. Let’s burry up. It's growing dark, 
or soon will be. A whirr from beneath your feet, and you half 
drop to catch a glimpse,'and fire. Now Is the time to talk 
against retrievers. Hurts their nose, you say; 1^ will hurt your 
game bag worse, or the size of It. For you cannot tell If your bird 
Is down; you think so, will almost swear you saw It fall; but do 
not swear, before your retriever Is ordered to seek dead or fetch; 
If he Is a good one, and you killed, be will In a moment have It 
to you, or pronounce, “ No bird.” Hall the enjoyment of a day’s 
sbuollug Is to have a good intelligent retriever. There are two 
or three ways of retrieving a bird. Half the dogs that are called 
retrievers are ” bird esters,” or at least' the bird Is half gone 
before the dog reaches you. I presume It Is from seeing such 
conduct, or owning a handsome fine field dog in all other respects 
that we have heard some sportsmen say, ” I do not wish my dog 
to retrieve.” ” Sour grspM,” I say. 

As I have aald, I do not like to hunt alone, I therefore take 
pleasure in having a 1th me a friend and sportsman; to such I 
extend an invitation. "Too busy,” I hear some say. If life Is 
of 110 account, but to live out an ambition to accumulate, then 
you can always find better excuses for staying at borne, than 
you can for going where you can extend your lease of life, and 
where your Improved health of body and mind,Is a full recompense 
for hours spent away from the desk and counter.

Notes from West Vtrgiuliu 

Lost Rtvau, Wbst Va. 

Editor Chicaoo Fiau>:—Again I’m In this beautiful- and 
fertile valley. I view the grand old mountains sod hills once 
more. I behold the river, eo low at present that one could al¬ 
most Jump over It; looking at It one can scarcely Imagine that It 
could ever attain such gigantic proportions as to cover this whole 
valley, over a half mile wide, thongh such has been the case, 
very often. The ford, where now the water Is scarce four Inches 
In depth, was the scene of a great accldeut last Spring. A 
party tried to cross there when the water waa high, although 
warned not to attempt It; the wagofi was upset and washed a 
considerable distance down stream. One of tbe party was 
drowned and the other two would have been, bad they not clung 
to the hones and been carried ashore by them. 

Osme of all kinds Is very plentiful; the mast Is abundant In 
the woods, thus aflUMIng plenty for them to subsist upon. Psit- 
vldges sre very numerous and large, one has only to go a few 
burred yards from tbe house to find covey after covey; the 
shooting Is mostly In the open, but when they dq go Into the 
raver It requires a quick eye and hand to bring them down. My 
first experience In the field here was very flattering. I bagged a 
goodly number of ” birds ” and one woodcock, the latter I flushed 
from a small clump of alder; not alder. He wss very large and 
fat; the lint one I ever saw here, though I’ve killed-several 
since; a few Wilson snipes have also fallen ta| my aim. I waa 


quite surprised to find them here this time of the year; they were 
In very good condition. Pheasants are plentiful, but hard to 
bag, on account of their being found In such close cover. This 
Is tbe only place where I’ve found ss many "birds’’ as I wanted 
to shoot at In one day. I wss out a fa# days ago with my dog, 
and after securing as many "birds’’ as I wanted, started for home; 
when I arrived there I found Bounce, (my dog), missing. I waited 
awhile and ss be did not put In an appearance, started out to find 
him, which I did after about thirty minutes’ search; there be was 
standing a covey, as staunch as a rock, where, as near as I can 
calculate, be bad been standing for fully one hour. 
On several occasions I have been obliged to gel off 
my horse and flush a covey before Bounce would 
proceed with me. Our friend “Coke” Is still here, 
and as food ss ever of his Joke, and always ready to give bis ex¬ 
perience, especially that obtained “out West.” Several large 
deer have bmn killed here this month, they are In splendid con¬ 
dition, BO fat that they can scarcely run. Quite a number of 
wild turkeys have been killed lately, some of them bringing the 
scales down to twenty pounds, net; there are a great many on the 
mountain. We expect them to begin using the corn-fields Soon, 
when we Intend having turkey for dinner frequently. Much to 
my surprise I find that tbe aora, nr rail. Is found here. There Is 
a small marsh near tbe river where they use. We have a few 
wild ducks here, also mallards. While coming home from a 
deer chase a few mornings ago, I scared up quite a large flock. 
We had quite a snow storm hero day before yesterday, though It 
did not remain very long on tbe ground. Betore saying " au re- 
vefr,” let me tell you bow comfortably I’m entertained. I’m 
stopping »Ith a relative of mine, Mr. J. F. Branson; the bouse Is 
a large and very comfortable one, situated on a small bill, which 
overlooks a portion of Lost River Valley; but as It strikes me now 
that I've described all this before, I will only add that our fare is 
splendid, all that one could want. I’d not exchange for tbe best 
bold fare extant. I shall write you again If anything of Interest 
transpires. Adiot, Reuter. 


Dull Times at Taylorville.

Editor Chicaoo Field: —Sporting matters In this section, at 
least such as In my humble Judgment merit tbe attention of a 
Journalistic sportsman, are about as dead as the fabled Ben Bur¬ 
ton, and such as tbe baby Hoosler takes pride In, and as dull as 
Jack Bryan’s scythe. I presume too much upon' you In my 
comparisons, perhaps, and had better explain the latter simile. 
Jack’s scythe was so dull that he very earnestly declared, “ If tbe 
grass was butter and the scythe red hot. It would not cut It.” 
Well, sporting matters In Taylorville are about that dull. We 
have no gun or shooting club, and though I have frequently sug¬ 
gested an organization, still the Taylorville Shooting Club Is only 
a fancy, or as Sir William Blackstone defines au Incorporeal 
hereditament, " a creature of the mind, ezlatlng only In contem¬ 
plation.” 1 have some ten volumes of the Chicaoo Field, band- 
souffly bound, which I am willing to present to a gun club here, 
os an Inducement to organization, besides other and greater In¬ 
ducements, which I have repeatedly held out. And yet my 
cherished aphorism that " In union there Is strength,” does not 
seem to be accepted as a truth, metaphysically or otherwise, by 
the numerous Nlmrods of this highly favored section. 

I have used the eiprejslon “ highly favored section,” and 
I feel fully Justified In so doing. Oame appears to be plentiful 
with us. Fralrle chickens and quails are abundant; while In sea¬ 
son, the South Fork of the Sangamon river,which almost Impinges 
the corporation line, swarms with dneka, as well as numerous 
lakes and ponds In the vicinity. For my own part, 1 have long 
passed tbe meridian of life, and though my eye la rather dimmed, 
and my natural force abated, I still take a deep Interest In sport¬ 
ing matters, tbe protection and preservation of game and fish, 
and tbe unqualified denunciation of tbe pot-hunter and ungen- 
tlemanly vandal and trespasser, very frequently using campaign 
adjectives of tbe antl-tblM commandment variety to express my 
utter contempt and deteetatloc of both them and their methods. 

We have several good shots here,with nnmerous very fine guns, 
and a few very finely bred dogs. Of these I would like to make 
complimentary mention of a few, but perhaps It would do them 
no gixid, and only Irritate some of the less meritorious pretendera 
to tbe appellation of sportsmen. You are aware that In every 
community there will be found some persons wbo would “steal 
the livery of heaven to serve the devil In,’’ sod whose feelings 
and sense of honor can only be reached by the strong arm of the 
law, or a generous and Impressive application of boot leather. We 
have them among us, and to elevate them to the plane of a true 
sportsman would be about as much out of the question as Dr. 
Valentine’s project of coaxing a pig up stairs with a plate of 
putty. 

On Thursday, the lltb Inst., Mr. Tom Long, proprietor of tbe 
Long Honse, City Marshal Eltzroth, and W. T. Parish, left for an 
extended hunt In tbe wilds of Arkansas. They are encamped at 
or near Goose Lake, between Gie St. Francis and Black rivers, and 
contemplate much lock and more fun. They are sportsmen In 
the true meaning of the term, or as Hr. Beecher would say, " In 
all that the word Implies,” and I expect to hear good report from 
them on their return, and If they have anything marvelous to re¬ 
late I will endeavor to give the Chicago Field tbe benefit of It.

The Big Stranger. 


Leavenworth, Kan. 

Editor Chicaoo Field; —Five years ago, in a conversation 
with an ardent and enthusiastic sportsman of this place, I asserted 
that a diminution and the extermination of game, even In our 
Western States, would be merely a matter of time, while my op¬ 
ponent entertained tbe belief It would never, so long we lived, be 
tbe case. During an evening, a few days ago, spent at a lone 
farmer’s cottage on Big Stranger, flfteen miles south of the city, 
whereto I came to spend a day with dog and gun in pursuit of 
game, my then-made assertion came back to my recollec¬ 
tion. In years past, when one of our sportsmen said, “ I am 
going out to Big Stranger,” It was equal to the words; " I am 
going out to Big Stranger for a big bag, a grand time, a splen¬ 
did hunt, a Joyful day, a grand sight of game, etc.” To-day It 
Is dlfferenL 

Big Stronger Itself Is a fine Inland stream that empties Into 
Kaw river, in which fish abonnd; It runs through a flat prairie 
bottom, from one to two miles wide. In which there are numerous 
ponds. Game waa always to be found In these marshy grounds 
In season to a sportsman’s heart’s content. In the Spring, snipes 
and other waders, and ducks seemed to be to be Inexhaustible 
there, and the sound of the gun could be beard In continued suc¬ 
cession from tbe dawn of day unto the deep shadow of night Tbe 
onenebained song of frogs In the shallow water of the bottom, 
covering hundreds of acres, would almost deafen the sportsman 
that walked the bottom In hip boots after snipes, or sat by tbe side 
of a pond, shooting ducks. Sulpes, ducks, brants, geese, swans, 
cranea,^pellcana, etc., bad seemed to have selected Big Stranger 
as their special congregaUng grounds, and annually thousands of 
birds found It to be thsir dying grounds.' No better, finer.

and It really WM the sportsman’s paradise of this place. Time 
has changed things. The open prairie bottoms of Big Stranger 
are no more; hence no more sport on those favorite old grounds; 

“O “ora water

the few deeper ponds have but lltUe water in them, and lusteadlif 
the fine cover that used to surround them and make the sports¬ 
man happy, green wheat fields enjoin them. 

The scene of then and now Is so different that one can hardly 
comprehend It's the same place, although we need not com¬ 
plain about game being scarce at this place, even now that our 
snipe grounds are destroyed. We have three fine lakes In the 
vicinity of our city covering from one to five hundred acres 
where very fine duck shooting Is to be enjoyed. Qualls are abun¬ 
dant, and prairie chickens can be found In all tbe larger fields at

COLDBABUS, O., Nov. 18.—This Is a great country, especially 
this county, for pot-hunters, and lawless sportsmen. A man by 
the oame of Nice, commenced in June, killing woodcocks, and 
Is reported to have killed forty-seven In one day In June. He is 
encouraged by several prominent men who call themselves sports¬ 
men, but prefer to eat the dainty woodcock In June, than to try 
the cure they are known to work; then our restaurants take what 
Is left It Is noted that many men who claim to be gentlemen 
sportsmen killed quails previous to Nov. 1; tbe law as passed 
allowed quail shooting only from the ISth of November until 
Jan. 1, 1881, and from Nov. 1, 1881, to Jan. 1, 1888, but by a 
mlsuke the law reads from Nov. I, 1880; however. It made no 
difference, they nearly all shoot, law or no law. Qualls have not 
been so plenty before In ten years; large bags are made by young 
sportsmen. Charles Elliott, George Bobb, and two friends have 
Just returned from Michigan, bringing #ltb them twenty-three 
deer. Hr. Elliott reports killing six, and It Is bla first hunt; be 
Is quite a shot I should say. Bobb Is noted os a great squirrel 
hunter, but bis forte la kicking out tbe cotton tails. There ls.no 
protective game or fishing club In this city, but a strong one 
could bo made If they could be got together. Their only excuse 
Is other fdlen thoot. What will tbe sportsmen of the country 
think of the sportsmen of the capital of Ohio. Mark. 

Florence, Kansas, Nov. IS.—Our quail shooting is very fine 
this season. The birds being very plentiful, and the leaves all off, 
give us a fair chance at them. Bags of thirty to thirty-five are 
quite frequently made in an afternoon’s shoot, with two guns. 
Ducks are unusually scarce with us this season. Only a few scat¬ 
tering flocks having stopped In our streams. I had the pleasure 
of meeting Mr. H. E. Gilbert, of Chicago, to-day, and took him out 
about a mile from town where we put up three fine covlea of 
quails. But it being one of our “ off ” days we did not show a 
very large bag after an hour’s sport among the high corn and sun¬ 
flowers. Come out and shoot over some Kansas dogs and then 
compare them with Peg and family; you will not wonder at tbe 
extermination of game then.

Franklin, O., Nov. 19.—Qualls are reported very plenty this 
season In this and adjoining counties.

Thermometer, 10 
degrees below zero; six inches snow. Good dogs are scarce.

Th« EnKllsh Fisheries and the London Fish Trade.* 


If you will kindly allow me space I should be glad of the op- dl 
portuolty to set right In some measure some erroneous notions hi 
entertained by the public In reference to the London Bsh sales- ei 
men, and also to explain the action and operation of the bnsl- p< 
ness as It stands at present with regard to the flsherlea on the to 
coast. It Is, to my mind, a matter of vast Importance to the w 

health of the people of this country that a better fish supply T 

should t.e obtained, and If the follow.ng particulars help to this at 

end. my object will be atUlned. " 

In the first place, there exists a popular Idea that, In some way tl 
or other, the Bllllogegate. salesmen exercise a detrimental mo- U 
nopoly oVer the fish trade. In the sense that Billingsgate Mar- di 
ket la the only fish market, in London, It Is true, but farther than gi 

this it is In no way true, and If people only took the trouble to qi 

consider the matter a moment, they would see how ridiculous it la si 
to suppose that an article so p-rlshable as fish could be m^e tt 
the subject of a monopoly. A salesman Is bound 1° f,' 

stock at whatover price it will reaUxe, otherwise he will soon find 
It condemned. If he cannot get 20s. he must take lOs., or what- c< 
ever he can get. I should like, therefore, to give an emphatic h. 
denial to all the slanderous stories that have been circulated In ai 
papers that should have more sense than to publish such twad- tl 
die Thefict Is, that fish In B lllngsgale Market la sold to the w 
beat bidder, and any person whatever can go and bid and have q 
sold to him anything be fee s Inclined to buy. If fish is plent - tl 
ful It is cheap, and If scarce It Is dear. With respect to retail 
eh 'ps, people have to pay for twelve mouths' cre'llt and the extra p 
expenses attending first-class premises, horses, vans, and carls, tl 
men to call at customers’ bouses perhaps twice a day for orders, 0 
etc., and the p rsons that do piy cash have to pay the Iomm on ii 
those that have credit. Flsti U not dear In Leather-lane, White- b 
chapel, Cable street, or St. Giles. ? 

From Tarinoutb, Grimsby, Hull, and Lowestoft, fleets, of t 
about 1,300 vessels, are engaged In catching turbots, soles, f 
plaice, haddocks, etc., by the trawl net. These vessels cost a e 
great deal of money, many of them as much as £l pOO each, and d 
are expenalve to work, averaging from £*0 to £50 a month, f 
Now every year these fleets of vessels have to go farther to sea a 
to get their fish. Time wa».wbeD-our home fishings were full of c 
Hue fish, but they are not so now, and these trawlers have to go r 
to the coasts of Holland, Norway, Belgium and Denmark to catch t 
them, because the sea on ibis side Is cleaned out, and does not e 
contain them. To enable the vessels to carry their fish In good l 
condlttoD they arc obliged to take a large quantity of Ice with [ 
them. Of late years, however, a system of bringing the fish c 
direct from the fishlog grounds to London in steamers has t^en ( 
attended with great success (nineteen steamers being engaged Id a 
the trade), the fish arriving In much better condition than that r 
coming by rail. The boxes of fish are packed at sea n ‘he ‘ 

of the vessel In tee, batumeddown, and not re-opened till Billings- « 
gate Is reached, saving all the re-handllng Involved In landing c 
and disposing of the fish at Hull, Grimsby, or Yarmouth, and i 
the extra time coming by rail. In many cases without Ice, becauM i 
the railway companies charge the same rate for the Ice as the ( 
fish. The trawl lo catching the fish scraping over the bottom of 1 
the sea la no respecter of persons, and Ukes all, young and old, 
that come In Its way, the result being that as many fish are thrown 
away dead back into the sea, being unalzable and unmarketa- i 
ble, as there are p icked and seut to market, besides the quality i 
that are killed by the trawl In Us juggernaut progress. How I 
long “the poweni that be ” Intend to allow this shameful I 

of food to continue, It la not for me to say, bn' the results of Its : 
action at the preaent moment are, as I say, that our fishing Beets i 
have to go to the other side of the North Sea to get the fish that i 
they ought to get at their very doors, and that we Londoners 
have inch an Intermittent supply as we get. There can be no 
donbt that If It continues, our British public, Instead of getting 
cheaper fish, will have to pay vastly more money for It. We 
know the result of neglecting to control the oyster fisheries In 
having to pay 33. fid- a dozen for them, and the same fate Is un¬ 
doubtedly In store for us with trawl fish, unless the government 
steps 111 Eud controls matters. 

The herring fishery on the east coast of Scotland this Sum* 
mer, although heavy, has been unprofitable on account of the 
small average size of the fish caught. How Is thlsl Twenty 
years ago the herring net was made twenty-eight meshes to the 
yard, aod then all fine, full-sized fish were caught, because the 
small fish could pass through the net and escape; but now It Is 
made forty-four meshes to the yard, and the result is as s®® 
to-day, that the fishing has yielded one barrel of full-sized fish 
to six of small,- or “ mattles," which arc compiratlvely of little 
value. A herring boat carries, perhaps, two mllea of nets, 
which are floated upright In the water by means usually of corks 
fastened to the edge at the top, so that when a shoal of herrings 
strikes the net, the small, and middle-size get their gills through 
and are caught, while the large fish only get their noses In the 
mesh and esespe, so that during the season the bulk of fish for 
disposal are undersized and comparatively valuelesa stuff, while 
the large fish still roam the sea. This dlCBculty seems easy to 
get over by Increasing the size of the mesh, but It la nobody s 
business to do It, and the fishermen cannot take the Initiative 
because each one does as all the othera do, and nobody has aoy 
control. The pro'i iblllty Is th-at unless government steps In and 
restores the mesh of the herring net to Its proper size, there will 
be no Improvement In the quality of the herrings sold. I am 
persuaded that the government could not do a more popular 
thing, because the fishermen all appear anxious for It, and con¬ 
fess their own helplessness. 

All bays and estuaries round our coast contain what Is popu¬ 
larly termed whitebait, which Is the fry of all sorto of fish, but 
principally herrings and spraU. A considerable trade Is done In 
wbltebjlt all the year round, all over the country, so that the 
quantity of baby herrings and other fish taken In this way, la 
large. A whitebait dinner, of course, will absorb thousands of 
these tiny fishes, which. If left to grow, would at their proper 
season yield many barrels of herrings and other fish, and be 
vastly more serviceable to the comrouatty. All this helps seri¬ 
ously to depopulate our own flsherle.*, and does more mis¬ 
chief to them than most persona Imagine This matter might he 
easily regulated by a simple law on the subject, and eave many 
millions of fish annually. 

In apeaklng of the large quautltlei of fish we notice mentlooed 
from time to lime as having been condemned as nnfitfor food by 
the officers of the Fishmongers’ Company, It is necessary to ex¬ 
plain a little. The great bulk of U constats of railway-borne 
fish, which c.rmes In a bad condition as a rule, in the foUowlog 
mauuer: A trawler, as I before mentioned, has to go some hun¬ 
dreds of miles to reach Its fishing ground; and has In conse¬ 
quence to carry a large quantity of Ice to keep the fleh 8®°^- 
After taking her fish she turns her head homeward. Should 
the wo ther be warm, the Ice melts; should the weather 
be rough, or a head wind, she la a long time beating her 
way^ome again, and on arriving at Hull or Qrimsb^, or where- 
sTsr sbs mayt^long to, htr flab la at best in poor soDdltien) bnt 


Is sent on to London to fetch whatever It wUl, which Istreqaently so 
a “condemnment note.” I should like the public to insider to 
this subject a little when they are eating their fish for dln^r or pc 
supper on a wlotry evening In a warm room, wlto a coBfortoble ar 
flreand abotUeof wine. It la well worth reflation. It Is not It 
often that a screw steamer brings any of her freight In bad con- pi 
dllloD. Coming direct from the fishing grounds there is no over- ar 
hauling of boxes or rehandling In any way, and she Is to a ^at gl 
extent Independent of winds and waves on account of her stoam nt 
power. The only chance of trouble Is when any accident ar^ so 
to the machinery, and she becomes delayed and 1 o»b her Ice, wl 
when of course the whole cargo woul 1 suffer, but It Is very rare. b« 
The ereat proportion of the sea-borne condemned fish cMSlsU of m 
shrimps, mussels, wiok1e^ etc., from HulUnd aod Belgium, pi 
which, although there Is no other way of bringing It to London g( 
than by water, Is not in any sense English-caught fish or entlUed n< 
to bo classed with It. The total quantity of fish condemned nc 
during the Summer months Is large, but I am unable to see any pc 
great remedy MU the fish Is caught nearer home, and as a coose- bi 
quence, Is less time out of the water. The railway companies 
should help senderiTof fish by charging less for the carriage of 
the lee which Is packed with the fish than for the carrl^ of the 
fish Itself. The weight of lee Is very considerable to the case of 
“ machines " of haddocks or plaice from Hull and Grimsby, and 
constitutes a real hardship to this branch of the trade. At present, P 
however, the fish and the ice are all weighed together, co“« ‘‘ 

at the same rate. The question of the heavy charges on fish by e 
the railway companies Is one of great Importonce to connection w 
with the supply to the metropolla, and needs revision. H fr®- “ 
quently happens that to glutted markets they come to mcjre than 
the fish realizes, and are to some branches nearly prohibitive. 

The subject of Billingsgate Market has been before the cor- w 
poratlon and the public now for a considerable time, and altoough h 
the corporation had built a new market at a cost of ataut £300,- 
000 , and It has been formally voted by a large majority that the 
market should remain to Us present position, yet It is still a mat- i 
ter of some controversy. The question stonda thus: In the old ® 
market the salesmen were charged 10s., I5e., to 208. a week for 
their holdings, and they had square standa which they much » 
orefer, and, as a rule, earned by hard work a good living. The P 
Mpense of the new building costing £300,000, has now been sad- 
died upon them, their rente have been raised more than three- H 
fold (being calculated at a rate of 9d. per foot per week), the t 
stands have been made to most cases circular, that Is to wy, a a 
circle has been drawn on the floor of the market and divided n 

round Into anumberof portions havlngclrcularfrontoand coming « 

to a point at the back, which they do not like, and with the re- i 
salt that several of the weaker onea have token advantage of 
the baokruptcy acts, attributing their failure to the heavy ex t 
peases thrown upon them. Now, the eorprratlon rente and f 
charges yield a profit on the market of £10,000 to £13,000 a ywr 1 
(authorities differ, but I believe £10,000 Is admitted on all hands) ’ 
after paying all expenses, lucludlng Interest on the large sum of i 
money sunk to the new hullding. I say sunk, advisedly, because 
the builder found It necessary to dig onl the foundations to an i 
extraordinary depth, and formed an Immense underground t 
cavernous structure, to which the retail dealers were placed, who, i 
pronouncing the place “ the valley of the shadow of death, 
made a great outcry, and were admitted eventually to the level I 
of the street to the main building, ao that the underground por- c 
tlon of the market, which cost the grdater part of the mooey, e 
Is now teosntless, and absolutely useless. The upper part w ’ 
the market Is to the same wretched condition. Here a fine and 
well-lighted market was formed to accommodate the herring I 
and haddock carers, who,finding that no costomers would ascend I 
to the upper regions to buy smoked haddocks, found their occu- * 
patlon gone, and after another agitation, they, too, had to be i 
admitted on the ground floor, so that altogether the new market I 
cannot be reckoned much of a success, lo say the least. The 
salesmen In this market are charged rent for their stands at a i 
rate of 9 d. per square foot, whereas the meat salesmen to the 
Metropolitan meat market, who are also tenants of the c^pora- I 
tlon, are charged at a rate of only Id. per square foot. Why is I 
It that one tenant of the same landlord has to pay nine times as 
much as another tenantl Itlsnotbeciusethefishsalesmendomore i 
busineas than the meat salesmen, because report says that the 
Metropolitan meat market takes as much money in a day as BlI- i 
Itogsgate does in a week. There cannot be any doubt that there ! 
la much justice in the cry that the saleemen have lately s l up 
for a reduction of the rente, and as to their treatmuut at the 
baods of the corporation, this body, in reply to the salesmen’s 
cry for relief, state simply that there are other parties willing to 
lake their stands If they do not want them. The salesmen ask 
I for bread, and the corporation give-* them a stone. I think, how- 
I ever, that these rente wlU right themselves presently, because 
1 there Is little difficulty In any person obUlnlng a part of a stand¬ 
ing now, and I have no doubt that If the BlUlngsgate market 
, sub-committee examined their Itot of applicants, toey wUl not 
I find many responsible names now among them. People have 
I learnt-better now, and one notices the result of the high rents In 
I letters appearing occasionally to the papers from salesmen, ad- 
! vocaUng a removal to Bmlthfleld. They flod their white elephants 
r expensive to keep. Now, the corporation, under these clronm- 
3 stances, understanding that their charges are too heavy a tax on 
) the trade, and having a surplus of £10,000 a year, at least, e®<Hn 
5 reduce the salesmen's rente to half what they now pay, and M 
B no losers, and there cannot be a doubt that something of the 
j kind ought to be done. The market Is to Its proper place by the 
1 water-8lde,and everybody but Interested persons admits It, and the 
1 corporation should do something to make things easier, 
j A meeting of salesmen was held to May last to consider this 
r amoug many other aubjecta, and from this meeting an Aaaocla- 

- tlon has been formed of aU the leading salesmen to the trade, 
which I trust heartily to see take Its proper place to y.-ara to 

- come as an authority on all matters connected with the fish trade 
t of the kingdom, lending Ite help to every good work, and Its 

Q elsUnce to every way to forward the succese of onr fisheries, and, 
e at the same time, the health and comfort of the people, by flnd- 
B tog out the means of bringing fresh fish to a more regular qnan- 
if tlty, and cheaper price, to the metropolis and all the country. 

;r The committee of the London Fish Salesmen’s Aseoclatlon are 
e hopeful of Initiating such proceedings as will have this much de- 
I- sired effect. They Intend to take cognizance of everything that 
3 - relates to fish and fish traffic, of fishery laws and Improvements 
le all round the coast; and they trust to form eventually a central 
y authority for Information to all qaartere to connection with the 
trade. It le a large programme, but a better one man never 
d possessed, and If the Association’s work leads to wall-stocked 
y flsberies again on our own coasts, It Is a splendid resnit. The as- 
I- soclatiun, to forward these objects, has been to commuiricalion 
le with the Fishmongers’ Company, who they troet to Induce to go 
g hand and glove to thfise matters, and come down from the clouds 
n- to the level of everyday life again, and take the trade under the 
e- ffigls of Its Influence and wealth. There are indeed very few 
1 fishmongers at the present day who belong .to the FUhmongers’ 
Id Company; and there Is not, and, so far as I can find, baa not 
er been, within the memory of the oldest Inhabitant, any person to 
er any way connected with the fish trade on the court of the Com- 
w- pany. The last gentleman elected tt) the court was, I under- 
nt atend, Sir Evelyn wood, who, aUbongh ondonMadly an eaceileat 


soldier, la no fishmonger, and probably never wanta to be. The 
fees for adnilaalon to the Company having been raised to pro¬ 
portion as the property of the Company became more valuable, 
are now far beyond the means of the back of the trade to pay. 
It coats, I believe, nearly £200 to Join the livery of the com¬ 
pany, and this Is without doubt the only reason why the trade 
and the company are separated. Considering that the company 
gives Its freedom to a great many persona of distinction who do 
not and never will want It, It could easily »fford’ to admit per¬ 
sons of undoubted character, bona-fide members of the trade, 
who can prove their connection with the trade for a certain n um¬ 
ber of years, to Ite freedom, on payment of fees wltbto their 
mesas, say £40 or £50, and thus bring the trade and the com¬ 
pany together again as to old times, and both work heartily to¬ 
gether to get rid of the anomalies that run through the trade 
now from one end to the other. It Is a noble work, and If It Is 
not token advantage of now that opportunities are open, the 
public win know on whom the responsibility reate.— Bidnbt Bsr- 
BSR, to Land ond Water. 


Fishing on the Amazon. 

Much attention has lately been given to the wonders of the 
great river Amazon, or “The Amazons,’’ as the people there call 
It. Ite whole valley aboandsln streams that help to make up the 
entire volume of waters. These spread ont Into Ukes, lagoons 
and swamps, that extend over Urge reglona of country. This Is 
especially ao In the rainy seasona or flood times. 

The channeU and Ukes are abnodantly snpplled with fishes. 
Even Urge fishes are often left to the swamp lakes and streams 
when the water Is low. A hundred different kinds of fish can be 
bought to the markets of Rio, many of which come from the 
Amazon. 

Those most valued are piranha* and pirantcue. They are the 
largest, while there are nameroua smaller varieties. The Indians 
catch the latter with books and Ilnes.or shoot them with arrows. 
Bat the larger fish are speared with a kind of trident. The men 
and oven small boys acquire great skill to the use of these Im¬ 
plements. 

In the Summer months the people come by hundreds to the 
lakes and channels to fish for the great pirarueu, and to prepare 
the fish mneb as codfish la prepared by the nurtbern flabermen. 
Some of these fish are seven or eight feet In length. Thev are 
Bret dressed and cat Into wide, thin slices. These are well rubbed 
with salt and hang on poles to dry to the sun. The slices are 
taken under cover every night and carried out again to the morn¬ 
ing. The stranger does not at once relish this dried fish, yet It 
la the standard fiesb food of the poorer classes tbronghout a Urge 
part of Brazil. Dortog the fishing season the people build and 
live to little huts along the shores. Traders, to canoes, come 
with a stock of cheap wares to barter for the fish. Thus a trad¬ 
ing commanlty U formed, which breaks up with the January 
floods. The piranha* are much "prized and are easily caught, 
for they are greedy to bite at mn-t auytbtog, from a piece ot salt 
meat to a bather’s toe. Boys thrash ilie water with poles to at¬ 
tract these fishes. 

The Tnpl word piranha la a cont'-actlon of plra tainha, mean¬ 
ing “toothed fish.’’ The same a ur . Is used by the Indians to 
describe a pair of scissors. There are several species of these 
savage piratihat, some being more than two feet long. They 
make nothing of biting an onnee or ao of flesh from a man’s leg. 
Hence BrazUtoDa are shy of going Into these Ukes and streams 
It they suspect the presence ot these fish. The fishermen claim 
that piranha* will gather to schools against the larger fish and 
attack them. If one of their own namber Is at all wounded by 
mistake, he Is mercllesaly set upon and devoured by bis com¬ 
panions. 

It la useless to try to use nets where this fish Is found. They 
would spoil a net In a few minutes. 

Another dangerous fish of these waters Is the tUng rgp. He 
lies fist on the bottom, his dark upper surface being hardly seen 
through the muddy streams. If left undisturbed the creature Is 
harmless enough. Bat a careless wader to the shallows may 
step OD the fiat body, and then the great barbed sting inflicts a 
wound that benumbs the whole body, and makes the sufferer 
speechless with pain. Persons have been lamed for life by such 
a wound. 

A cnrloua fish called Anablepa tetrophlhalmu* Is -often seen 
there. Ite eyes are divided, so that each has two puplU; of these 
the upper pair are for the air, and the lower for the water. This 
singular fish swims near the surface and near the shore, and If 
chased does not dive. 

A Urge flab called raruono Is mostly taken at night. Men go 
out to boats with torches and spear the fish with great skill and 
rapidity. 

It Is said yon may often see a native with bU bow and arrow 
Btaodtog like a statue ho some overbanglDg rock watching for a 
flab to pass. When a fisli comes near the bow la drawn quick as 
light, and the arrow hardly leaves a ripple as It cute throngh the 
water. It reqnires the keenest skill to obtain fish by this means, 

I and the fisherman must also allow for the refraction ot the water, 
or be will certainly miss his mark. Tet many ot the Urge piran- 
1 ha* are proenred to thU way. Good fishlog depends, first, upon 
I the flooding ot the river, which fills all the valley lands and 
I ebanneU with water and entices the fish out of the greater 
I streams; then, second, such a falling of the floods as leaves 
I many of these channeU and Ukes separated from tbs rivers. 

) Thus the fish are Imprisoned In shoal water and narrow qnarters, 
and more easily taken. Otherwise the present contrivances for 
3 proenrtog good fish by these native fishermen would be entirely 
. toadeqnate. 

Wallace, Smith, and othera who have made recent explorations 
> of the Amazon all speak of Ite prospects as a future highway of 
3 commerce. TItey also dwell mneh upon the abnudant and even 
- lozuriant natural reaonrees ot the entire region with which this 
, great river and Its tributaries Is connected.— Exchange.
